Painless Psychology Offered 


the Dentist’s Drill 


CHICAGO, July 12 (AP).—For 
those who quake at the sight of a 
dental drill comes a cheering re- 
port on how dentists can reduce 


the apprehension of pain as well 
as the feeling of pain itself—by 
purely psychological measures. 

The report was made in the cur- 
rent journal of the American 
Dental Association by Dr. Eric L. 
Bernstein, a psychiatrist, and Dr. 
Norman Feitelson, a dentist, both 
of Westport, Conn. 

Dr. Bernstein said he spent 
“some interesting hours” in Dr. 
Feitelson's chair where “an oppor- 
tunity was had, through intimate 
contact,” to become familiar with 
the psychologic effects of the 
dentist’s drill. 2 

“The apprehension of pain is 
highly, and the feeling of pain 


slightly, modifiable by purely psy-

chological measures which can be 
applied in everyday practice,” the 
doctors reported, adding that “the 
remainder—the residuum of pain 
actually felt—can be controlled by 
drugs or by other factors of op- 
erative technic.” 

After reporting the basic con- 
sideration in the psychological 
technic of reducing pain was the 
general mood and condition of the 
patient, the doctors said: 

“The most apprehensive patients 
should be seen at the time of day 
when in their natural mood cycle 
they are at their best. Some peo- 
ple are happiest in the morning, 
some in the late afternoon or eve- 
ning. 

“If they are seen after a good 
meal, they will usually be easier 
to handle than if they are hungry. 


If they are rested they will react 
better than if tired.”

WASHINGTON, July 12 (AP).— 
The Maritime Commission an- 
nounced today it had taken over 
16 more Danish cargo vessels laid 
up in United States ports, increas- 
ing to 31 the number of Danish 
ships acquired under the recently 
enacted Ship Requisition Act. 


In addition, the commission has 
taken possession of one Italian ves- 
sel under the act, and President 
Roosevelt last nighc ordered for- 
feited 15 Italian and one German 
vessel under the Espionage Act of 
1917. 

All the ships are part of the 80- 
odd idle foreign vessels that re- 
cently became subject to the juris- 
diction of the United States. 


95,000 Tons Available. 


The Maritime Commission said 
its representatives in four Atlan- 
tic ports boarded the 16 Danish 
ships today and assumed title and 
possession. This made available 
for the defense needs of this coun- 
try more than 95,000 deadweight 
tons of shipping. 

Two of the ships at New York, 
the Australian Reefer and Sicilien, 
will be turned over to the army. 
Allocation of the other ships will 
be announced later, the commis- 
sion said.

ENDS, ARMISTICE 
NEGOTIATIONS ON 


Gen. Dentz Enters Into 
Parley on Own Initiative 
After Vichy Rejects Brit- 
ish Terms. 


BEIRUT, July 12 (AP). — Gen. 
Henri Dentz, Vichy commander- 
in-chief in Syria, has entered into 
direct negotiations with the Brit- 
ish looking toward an armistice 


after the refusal of the French 
Government to accept British 
terms, it was announced officially 
today. 


A French. delegation left Beirut 
this morning to meet British au- 
thorities and negotiate conditions 
of a settlement. 

Gen. Dentz acted as soon as he 
received word from Vichy that the 
l1l-point British armistice terms 
had been turned down by the 
Government. In declaring the 
terms unacceptable, Vichy left 
Dentz free to negotiate an armis- 
tice if he thought it essential from 
the military standpoint. 

When the French delegation left 
for British headquarters, the war 
had swept to within five miles of 
Beirut. Communications with 
France had grown increasingly 
difficult because the main radio 
station, in a Beirut suburb, was 
in a no-man’s-land and -had been 
silent for several days. 

Lines of wounded were being 
brought into the city, many being 
taken to their homes to be treated. 


LONDON, July 12 (AP). — An 
authoritative source said today 
that hostilities ceased in Syria at 
midnight and dispatches from Je- 
rusalem reported that a Vichy 
French delegation crossed the 


British lines this morning under 


a flag of truce to begin armistice 


discussions. 


Negofiations for a truce went 
forward yesterday, it was said, 
after the Vichy Government had 
rejected British terms for an ar- 
mistice, but had in effect tossed 
the problem into the lap of Gen. 
Dentz by giving him permission 
to act at his discretion. 

Arrangements then were made 
for a cease-fire order, and the two 
delegations met on the Beirut- 
Haifa road. 

The conflict between the two 
former allies thus appeared ended 
after little more than a month of 
battle. 

The British, with their “Free 
French” allies, crossed the Syrian 
and Lebanon frontiers June 8 from 
Palestine and Trans-Jordan. A few 
days lat Indian motorized col- 
umns adVanced from the east, out 
of Iraq. 

The British and “Free French” 
declared they acted to forestall 
use of the French-mandated terri- 
tories as a military base for Nazi 
and Fascist air forces and troops. 

The British disclaimed any ter- 
ritorial designs by supporting a 
“Bree French” proclamation prom- 
ising the Syrians independence.

The DNB bulletin was distribut- 
ed almost immediately after Adolf 
Hitler’s headquarters had issued 
a communique which reported, for 
the fifth consecutive day, merely: 
“Operations of (German) allied 
troops on the Eastern front pro- 
ceed according to plan.” 

The area of the Stalin line re- 
ported under storm was not pre- 
cisely fixed, but the agency de 
scribed it as “the wet zone of the 
Stalin line,” (meaning, presuma- 
bly, that which is based on the 
Dnepr River.)

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IN AUTO AFIRE ON 
ABANDONED ROAD 


Louis C. Fulte of St: Clair 
County Apparently Had 
Been in Fight—Murder 


Inquiry Begun. 


The Indiana State Patrol and St. 
Clair County (IIL) authorities have 
begun an investigation into the 
murder of Louis C. Fulte, owner of 
a farm in St. Clair County, near 
Darmstadt, whose charred body 
was found in his burning automo- 
bile Thursday night on an aban- 
doned road near Pleasantville, Ind. 

Fulte, 38 years old, was last seen 
on Tuesday morning when he 
cashed a $144 note and a $50 check 
at the bank in St. Libory, Ill. Only 
a dollar bill and some change were 
found in his automobile, and his 
wallet was missing, 

Prosecuting Attorney Paul Boyle 
of Sullivan County, Ind., said Fulte 
had apparently been in a fight be- 
fore his body was put into the car 
and burned. His skull had been 
fractured and he had had a hemor- 
rhage in the chest, apparently also 
caused by a blow. 

The license plates on the car 
had been removed and the car was 
traced through its motor number. 
Fulte’s body was identified last 
night by his brother, Carl Fulte 
of Marissa. 

Carl Fulte told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter he had been unable to 
learn why his brother had drawn 
the money out of the bank. He 
said his brother’s wife told him 
Fulte left home on Tuesday morn- 
ing without telling her where he 
was going. 

Pleasantville, about 409 miles 
south of Terre Haute, is 175 miles 
east of St. Louis. Prosecutor Boyle 
said Fulte may have picked up a 
hitch-hiker on the road who robbed 
him and forced him to drive to 
Indiana.

He was blocked in this by Rep- 
resentative Roy Hamlin of Hanni- 
bal, Democrat, who refused to give 
his consent. Lowry then attempt- 
ed to get the bill in by making 
the motion for a suspension of the 
rules, 

“Unless we go into this matter, 
to the bottom of it,” he said, “we 
will go home branded in public 
opinion as having accepted bribes, 
as having violated our oaths of 
office. The public does not think 
of individuals in a matter like 
this, it thinks of the Legislature. 

“We owe it to ourselves and to 
our constituents to make’ this in- 
quiry.

I ask you for your own 
sakes, for your own reputations, 
to let me introduce this bill to- 
night.”

WASHINGTON, July 12 (AP).— 
Fifty-two motorists whose exhaust 
pipes fumed so much that police 
felt they were wasting gasoline

Mést of White Men Called to 
Be Taken From St. Louis 
and Kansas City.

JEFFERSON CITY, July 12.—A 
requisition for 1480 white men to 
be inducted into military service 
from Missouri in August, most of

Omaha, Neb. 

Lieut. Col. Claude C. Earp, State 
director, said St. Louis and Kan- 
sas City would be called on to sup- 
ply most of the men because these 
cities were given small quotas in 
July. Several days will be re- 
quired to determine the quotas, he 
said. 

The 1480 men will be sent to 
the induction centers at Jefferson 
Barracks and Fort Leavenworth, 
Kan., at intervals in August, Earp 
said. The requisition makes a to- 
tal of 20,835 men ordered into mili- 
tary service in Missouri under the 
selective service law.

POBBER HOLDS UP FE

Herds Cashier, Family Into 
Office, Takes Youth as Host-

TOLONO, Ill, July 12 (AP).—A 
gunman held five persons prisoner 
in the Citizens’ Bank of Tolono 
early today and made his escape 
to Champaign with $1108 after 
taking the cashier’s son as a host- 
age. Those held prisoner by the 
robber were F. D. Lewis, the cash- 


ier; his wife, their sons, John, 18 
years old, and Clinton, 11, and 
John Leslie, 19, a friemd of the 
family. 

Lewis told Sheriff Bert S. Walk- 
er of Champaign County that he 
drove to the bank at 4 a. m. to 
pick up an envelope preparatory 
to starting a vacation trip and 
found the robber, armed with a 
pistol, sitting in his office. 

Lewis entered the office with 
his son, John. A few minutes later 
his other son entered. The robber 
then sent Clinton for Mrs. Lewis 
and Leslie.

The cashier said the gunman 
then ordered John to drive him

British radio listeners heard the other evening 
what might have been a voice from the tontb, but 
it was a voice, nevertheless, and should have been 
a most welcome one to that hard-pressed isle. Maxim 
Litvinov, former Soviet Commissar for Foreign Af- 
fairs, spoke to the British people and, indirectly, to 
their American supporters, on the German-Russian 
war. 
It was not an epochal address. It stated the 
obvious about Nazi philosophy, Nazi methods and 
the necessity for British aid to Russia in a fight to 
the finish. England, Litvinov said, must not give 
Hitler a moment’s respite in the West while he is 
engaged in the East. 
Litvinov was once the exponent of a collective 
security for Europe that would have nullified Nazi- 
ism. In the electrically charged '30s, he preached 
real disarmament—and meant it. He took his leper. 
state, Communist Russia, into the League of Nations. 
He wangled recognition from the United States. He 
supported sanctions against Italy, to thwart its 
Ethiopian adventure and to serve as a potent de- 
terrent to a bestirring Germany. 
But the League, which then meant Britain, pre- 
ferred to lift the word “appeasement” from the dic- 
tionary, later to give it world currency as a term 
of opprobrium. Litvinov wrote the Russian treaty 
with France that guaranteed Czecho-Slovakia against 
the Nazi menace. Munich was to demonstrate the 
wisdom of his proviso that the Red army would 
march only after the French had taken the field. 
Litvinov, 6ld Bolshevik, earnest disciple of Lenin, 
is one Russian statesman who has won, has 
earned, the respect of Western contemporaries, all 
too few of whom have earned any claim to distinc- 
tion at all. No one would have expected Litvinov 
to sign the Nazi-Soviet agreement of August, 1939, 
which doubtless explains his replacement by Vyach- 
eslav Molotov, now superseded as Premier by Joseph 
Stalin himself. 
Stalin, with his back to the Kremlin wall, was 
wise in making the international radio available to 
Litvinov. He will be wiser if he designates him 
spokesman and liaison man to the West, in the dark- 
est hours unhappy Russia has known.

There are those urging belliger- 
ence who speak glibly of another Thirty 
Years’ War; Cabinet members have hinted 
at from five to 10 years of fighting. But the 
President of the United States cannot con- 
template any such prospect lightly. 

Or hesitation may spring from the 
thought of the responsibility involved in 
writing the peace. If all the costs of the 
war are paid and the victory won in the 
field, how then is the victory to be won at 
the peace table? It is easy to say that the 
world must be reorganized. 

Almost every speaker mouths those words 
these days, But the President of the United 
States cannot satisfy himself with empty 
generalities. He must face the inevitable: 
How? How is the map to be drawn? How 
are the excesses of nationalism and of mil- 
itarism to be curbed? How are the people 
of the “have-not” nations to be guaranteed 
that freedom from want and from fear 
which has been the prolific cause of war? 

Even if Mr. Roosevelt thinks he knows 
how to attain these ends, how can he ob- 
tain the aid of his potential allies in secur- 
ing them? What assurancés have already 
been given the refugee governments? What 
concessions must be made to the Com- 
munists? What readiness for self-surrenf- 
der can he couht on from the péople of his 
own country and from those of Great 
Britain? 


Every one of these considerations, and 
many more liké them, must be in the Pres- 
ident’s mind. If the outcome of énhtrance 
into the war should be defeat, of afi ex- 
hausted stalemate, or victory at the price 
of economic collapse, or anothet Versailles 
peace, he knows that the result will be dis- 
illusionment among the Amerieah people 
on a seale néver knowfi before. Compared 
to it the revulsion Which followéd Vérsailles 
will seem no more thah a mild ripple of dis- 
approbation. 

That disillusionmeft will hold the Presi- 
dent responsible for its own bitterness. If 
Mr. Roosevelt is still in the White Howse, he 
will close his term in anguish of spirit. If 
he has passed into retirement, the anger 
and repudiation of the people will follow 
him there. 

Pondering these possibilities, the Presi- 
dent must be pondering also the other al- 
ternative. That is the alternative of keep- 
ing the nation out of the war, of using its 
power when thé prapitious moment offers 
to mediate a peace, He knows that, algo, 
will be fo easy part to play, Thé Presidént 
who would keep the nation at peace must 
reckoh with Hitler’s ambition and foil in- 
trigue, With the threat to decency inherént 
in Nazi survival. . 

But this is the course for which, if he 
takes it, the overwhelming majority of his 
countrymen will bless him today, ahd for 
which tothorroW, after passion and war 
hysteria have died and thé world has set 
itself to the constructive task of rebuilding, 
all mankind will bless him.

This merely suggests that there 
is a general language of a period 
and not that Mozart was in the 
least imitative. 

On the romantic side the audi- 
ence had a waltz by Debussy, “La 
Plus Que Pente,” which was quite 
as sentimental as something by 
Waldteufel though on a different 
scale, a Tarantella by Saint-Saens 
and, as an encore, “The Artist's 
Life” waltz by Johann Strauss. 
The con note was fur- 
nished by the Quincy Porter num- 
ber which was clever and not too 
astringent and Stravinsky’s “Rag- 
Time,” which, strangely enough, 
sounded much more passe than 
the Strauss waltz. 

The whole program was well 
played excey. the Tarantella, which 
the wood and brass seem to find 
too fast for clear articulation. The 
final concert of the season will be 
played next Friday. Eugene Cam- 
pione, violinist, will be the soloist 
of the occasion.

While avoid- 
ing use of the word “jobs,” the at- 
torney said he had conferred re- 
cently with Mayor William Dee 
Becker “about something we're all 
thinking about,” and that the 
Mayor had assured him “every- 
one in the ward will be taken 
care of.” 

The speaker paused in his talk 
to explain frankly his reluctance 
to be more specific in his use of 
words. “This is an open meeting,” 
said he, “and I can’t say exactly 
what I want to because the press 
always hears about these meetings

Resuming his account of his talk 
with the Mayor, Hullverson de- 
clared that Becker had assured 
him he was not “flimflamming” 
the Republican workers and would 
give them patronage as soon as 
possible. “The Mayor added that 
he was an organization Republican 
first, last and always,” he went on, 
“but wanted to move in a judicial 
manner.” 

“Can Get Things Done.” 

Hullverson was introduced as “a 
man who can get things done at 
the City Hall.” Other speakers in- 
cluded Loesch and the ward com- 
mitteewoman, Mrs, Mary Brante, 
who told those present they 
shouldn’t say “hard things” about 
their representatives who are “do- 
ing everything they can.” Loesch, 
an insurance man, was described 
by Mrs. Brante as “a sweet, lov- 
able and kind man” who has en- 
tree to all City Hall doors. 

Loesch resigned in compliance 
with a rule laid down by Mayor 
Becker that committee members 
who accept city jobs must quit, the 
committee.

LIMA, Peru, July 12 (AP).—The

CARTRIDGE PLANT DEAL 
ORDINANCES ADOPTED 


Bills Passed to Vacate Streets 
and Alleys and Sell 
Hickey Park.

The $58,000,000, 150-acre enlarge- 
ment of the Northwest St. Louis 
small arms ammunition plant, dis- 
closed in tentative form June 30, 
took positive shape yesterday with 
adoption of city ordinances vacat- 
ing streets and alleys in the 14- 
block area and authorizing sale of 
Hickey Park at a price to be ne- 
gotiated with the Government. 

Both ordinances carry emergency 
clauses making them immediately 
effective. The Mayor and Comp- 
troller are to act for the city in 
the sale of Hickey Park. Only 
the main thoroughfare, Goodfel- 
low avenue, separating the new 
site on the west from the 125 
acres of the original site, on the 
east, where construction is well 
under way, is to be left open. The 
ordinance provided for widening 
of Goodfellow, now 80 feet wide, 
to 120 feet. 

Shortly after the Board of Alder- 
men acted and a few hours after 
War Department authorization was 
received, United States District 
Attorney Harry C. Blanton filed 
condemnation proceedings for im- 
mediate possession of 11 acres 
owned by the Board of Education 
in the new site. A $44,000 check 
was deposited to cover fair com- 
pensation. 

This 593-foot strip, extending 804 
to 806 feet north from Stratford 
avenue between Woodstock avenue 
and Riverview drive, had been 
held in reserve for a projected 
northwest high school. It and 
39-acre Hickey Park are the larger 
open sections of the area, on which, 
however, stand 35 homes, although 
the more solidly built-up blocks 
were carefully omitted from the 
defense project. 

The additional construction job 
will mean a heavy increase in em- 
ployment in addition to the 5252 
men already at work on the orig- 
inal section of the site, said. Maj. 
David L. Van Syckle, St. Louis 
Ordnance Plant officer. That sec- 
tion, he explained, will include a 
factory for steel cores for armor- 
piercing bullets in addition to two 
buildings 760 by 140 feet for the 
manufacture of .30-caliber  cart- 
ridges and two buildings 1060 by 
140 for the manufacture of .50- 
caliber cartridges. These are to 
be completed Sept. 1. 

The new section, to be complet- 
ed next March, said Maj. Van 
Syckle, will include two .50-caliber 
cartridge buildings and two .30- 
caliber cartridge buildings of the 
same length as the comparable 
structures in the other 
but 40 feet wider, or 180 feet.

T is curious how faint-hearted 
most hostesses are, about being 
severe with a guest who is late; 
and yet, at the same time appar- 
ently think nothing of their unfair- 
ness to half a dozen other guests 
who having arrived fromptly are 
obliged to wait for the one whose 
rudeness in being late, is more oft- 
en than not habitual. All letters, 
or practically all of them, written 
to me about this ask that I print 

about this unfair cour- 
tesy to the type of guest who is 
never on time. One letter today 
asks, “is there any rule that says 
how long one is. expected to wait 
for a guest, who is late?” 

The answer to this is yes. One 
of the most definitely established 
rules of etiquette is the “15 min- 
utes grace” a courteous host or 
hostess asks other guests to wait 


to be served these are proferred as 
soon as most of the guests have 
arrived. When all: except one of 
the guests have arrived promptly, 
lunch or dinner is announced 15 
minutes after the hour set and all 
go into the dining room.

Fried Chicken

have to fried chicken is that 

they can’t get enough of it, 
either due to insufficient supply 
or to inadequate accommodations! 
This applies primarily to the old- 
fashioned fried chicken which is 
rolled in flour and fried in shallow 
fat which is at least half but- 
ter. 

The method is to wipe the cut-up 
young chicken as dry as possible, 
season it with salt and pepper, 
and roll in plain flour—no batter 
nor milk nor egg is needed. Have 
half an inch of fat melted and heat- 
ed hot but not smoking-hot in a 
heavy skillet or chicken fryer. Put 
the thickest pieces of chicken in 
the fat first, and don’t crowd them; 
leave room for the fat to come 
up around every piece. Cover the 
skillet and cook at a moderate 
rate, turning the pieces over as 
they brown underneath. 

The thickest pieces of a three- 
pound chicken will require about 20 
to 25 minutes altogether to cook 
through; other pieces may be re- 
moved sooner. If the chicken is 
less tender than a regular fryer, 
add half a cup of water after 
browning the pieces; cover and 
cook until the sound of sizzling 
indicates the water has evaporated 
and frying has resumed. Then 
uncover the skillet to crisp the 
crust for a few minutes longer. 
This modified braising method will 
tenderize older fowl.
